He was 
the au thor of more than 200 books, 
treatises and monograp hs. 
His bent 
toward scientific research dated back 
to a collection of beetles which he be­ 
gan as a schoolboy and to comp lete 
which he made an ex p edition to the 
Amazon in 18 48 .

8 .—Some cf the 
grou nd lost in the stru ggle before the 
senate committee on banking and cu r­ 
rency ov er the Glass-Owen bill has 
been regained by the p resident.

to allow the secretary of the treasu ry 
to be ex -officio m em ber of the federal 
reserv e board. 
The three senators 
who v oted iii committee against this 
p rop osal were all Rep u blicans— Weeks, 
Bristow and McLean. 
This action indicated a change of 
sentim ent from a week ago, when It 
seemed almost certain that the secre­ 
tary of the treasu ry wou ld he elimin­ 
ated from the board. 
Another adv an­ 
tage for the p resident’s p olicy was 
when the committee, by a v ote of 7 to 
5, agreed to reconsider and reop en the 
q u estion as to the nu mber of regional 
banks which had been fix ed heretofore 
at fou r, with au thority to the federal 
reserv e board to increase this nu m ber 
to twelv e whenev er they deemed it 
necessary . 
It is ev ident th at Senator 0 ‘Gorman 
of New York and Senator Reed of Mis­ 
sou ri are gradu ally relax ing their at­ 
titu de of op p osition to the p resident’s 
p lan. 
Senator 
Crawford’s 
p lan 
to 
make the federal reserv e association 
a bank with au thority to discou nt p a­ 
p er p rimarily , to make loans and to do 
a general banking bu siness, was re­ 
jected. 
The p rop osal receiv ed only 
two v otes, those of Senator Bristow 
and its au thor. 
From time to time the feeling in the 
committee has been Intense. 
Chair­ 
man Owen at a recent meeting lost 
his tem p er and serv ed notice on, his 
colleagu es in the committee th at he 
was p rep ared to abandon the hop e of 
making a u nanimou s rep ort and p ro­ 
p osed to hav e the bill go back to the 
senate on two rep orts, a m ajority re- 
nort to rep resent op p osition to the ad­ 
ministration v iew, to be concu rred in 
by the Rep u blicans, and the three 
Democrats who had been acting with 
them, and a minority rep ort signed by 
Mr. Owen and his three Democratic 
colleagu es—Ponicrene, Hollis and Sha- 
froth—who hav e been v oting to su s­ 
tain the administration p olicy . 
Senator Crawford, a Rep u blican, ap ­ 
p eared ov ercome by the chairman's 
p ronou ncement and became concilia­ 
tory , bu t Senator Reed of Missou ri as­ 
serted lp s indep endence and, taking 
his hat, annou nced th at he wou ld not 
longer sat at the committee m eetings. 
Before he had fairly cleared the com­ 
m ittee room he was p ersu aded by col­ 
leagu es to retu rn. The real contest in 
the committee is ex p ected to come on 
the p rop osition for the p u blic owner­ 
ship and p u blic control of the reserv e 
association. 
The administration sena­ 
tors ap p arently are determined to re­ 
tain the featu res of the hou se bill, giv ­ 
ing the m ember banks a controlling 
v oice in the directorate of the regional 
reserv e association in the ratio of six 
to three. 
The call for a Democratic senatorial 
conference early nex t week has been 
liberally signed.

presi­ 
dent’s special envoy in Mexico, John 
Lind, has gone back to Mexico City 
as a last resort in the efforts that are 
being made to Induce H ue rta .to elim­ 
inate himself from the situation. This 
Is the interpretation put by W ashing­ 
ton generally on the latest move in 
the Mexican muddle. 
When the news of Mr. Lind’s sud­ 
den departure from Vera Cruz for the 
Mexican capital reached W ashington 
hope was expressed by many that it 
presaged a y ielding on the part of Hu­ 
erta to the American representations 
for his self-effacement. 
This hope, 
however, was short-lived, for unofficial 
dispatches from Mexico City strength­ 
ened the impression that H uerta is 
determined to stand firmly against the 
demands of the United States. 
The 
conclusion, therefore, was forced on 
Washington observers that the admin­ 
istration is play ing its last card in or­ 
dering John Lind hack to Mexico City. 
That Mr. Lind goes to the capital 
under instructions from W ashington 
and not on his own Initiative, has been 
learned here. 
Ar, to the immediate 
purpose of his visit and the outlook 
for developments from it, W ashington 
officials are silent. 
It is apparent, though, that Presi­ 
dent Wilson and Secretary Bry an are 
hopeful that Mr. Lind, appearing as 
the direct spokesman of the president 
of the United States, will be able to 
create more of an impression upon 
H uerta than has Nelson O’Shaughnes- 
s.v, the America^ charge d'affaires in 
Mexico City . 
Mr. Lind has gone back to Mexico 
City to try again what moral suasion 
can do. 
Ho will attem pt to persuade 
Huerta that it will be for the good of 
all concerned, including himself and 
Mexico and the United States govern­ 
ment, for him to keep his word and 
y ield to the representation of this gov­ 
ernment. 
That the efforts of Lind are likely 
to fail is indicated with positiveness 
by unofficial news from Mexico. 
Pres­ 
ident H uerta is represented as having 
determined upon a formal reply to the 
demand of the United States. 
Fur­ 
thermore, it is said that President Hu­ 
erta and his cabinet has decided to in­ 
form the United States that they (the 
United States) had no right, legal or 
otherwise, to demand H uerta’s elimin­ 
ation. 
The Mexican reply also, ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
information 
which 
reached W ashington through outside 
channels, will point out that Provision­ 
al President H uerta himself has no le­ 
gal right to accede to the demands 
made by W ashington officials. 
The Mexican president apparently is 
prepared to point out that he is bound 
to follow the course prescribed by the 
Mexican laws and constitution and un­ 
der existing conditions, and that for 
him to accede to the United States de­ 
mands would be to run counter to his 
duties as provisional president.

route to the agency . 
The eleven renegades are under in­ 
dictment for riot. 
Unless the indict­ 
m ent is quashed and the offenders 
pardoned, the Indians threaten to an­ 
nihilate the entire agency force.
